WIFE CHARGED WITH 


SHOOTING HUSBAND 


The cornoner's jury in the case of 


Eli Bedi, who died in the Philipsburg 
hospital Sunday morning, following a 
shooting affray near Madera, con- 
vened yesterday afternoon at Phil- 
ipsburg under the direction of coro- 
ner Pollum, who had previously per- 
formed an autopsy.
